KILLIY HONORED AT 
LUMCHKON 

ATA President Clarence 
A. Kelley vas honored by 
a lunoheon sponsored by 
the Akron Chamber of 
Commerce.

All States’ Future 


Bright In Toledo 


Largest Port Grows 


Toledo, the tenth largest port m the country, is also 
one of All States' 25 terminal cities The teiminal was 
a part of the Tarbet system and became an All States 
facility when Tarbet was purchased in 1960. 

The terminal city is one of the busiest fresh water 
ports m the world. It is the largest port on Lake Erie 
and has the reputation of being the most aggressive 
port on the Great Lakes 

Toledo's growth as a port began in 1937. Its location 
at the mouth of the Maumee river, the largest nver 
flowing into the Great Lakes, made the city a natural 
collecting pomt for midwest grain tunneled into the 
area by the railroads. Toledo became known as the 
"Corn City of the West." 

As the end of the nineteenth century approached, 
coal was assuming great importance in the northwest. 
The inter-lake movement of coal through Toledo and 
the resulting return loads of ore which developed 
later caused the Port of Toledo to rise to national 
prommence. 

It was the coal-ore movements that made Toledo 
the tenth ranked port before the St. Lawrence Seaway 
was opened in 1959. Toledo had its eyes upon world 
trade long before the St. Lawrence Seaway was even 
a dream 

As far back as 1911 the Toledo Area Chamber of 
Commerce held monthly meetings for men who were 
interested in participating in world trade. In 1949, 
before the final approval of the Seaway had been 
assured, a group of Toledo businessmen purchased 
the existing dock, built a terminal, bought cargo¬ 
handling equipment and began to serve the small, 
overseas vessels that had been constructed to navi¬ 
gate the narrow, shallow waters of the old seaway.

Thia foresight and the experience of the port m 
handling thousands of ships annually plus the physi 
cal facilities to handle these thousands of ships as 
sured that Toledo would be at the front of the lake 
ports when the new Seaway was opened 

To promote the Port of Toledo a county-wide agency 
came into existence in 1955. The Toledo-Lucas County 
Port Authority was charged with bringing increased 
business to the port and assuring prospective users 
that all necessary facilities would be available at 
the port. 

Toledo s excellent natural harbor has been im¬ 
proved by the Port Authority. The 500 foot-wide Mau 
mee channel has been deepened and is now 17 miles 
long. 7here are 35 miles of frontage for harbor facilities. 

As an added feature, the only free port on the Great 
Lakes is located at Toledo. Goods mav be brought 
into the free port area and stored, sold, exhibited, 
brokeri-up. repacked, etc. without being subject to 
customs charges, until they are withdrawn from 
the zone 

This free zone attractiveness to shippers and im¬ 
porters will be of increasing advantage to All States 
tn the future. As the only free port on the Great Lakes, 
its nearness to many of the huge manufacturing cen 
ters of midweslern America will help the trucking 
industry. The savings in shorter overland hauls as 
compared to hauls from the only other free ports in 
the country will be quickly capitalixed on by shippers. 

Toledo is more than just one of the leading port 
cities of the country. It s also a great industrial center. 
More than 500 industries operate in this city. 

Toledo s title of "Corn City of the West" has become 
"Glass Center of the World". This is justified by the 
many glass companies operating in the city, which 
include: Libbey-Owens-Ford Glass Company, Owens 
Corning Fiberglas Corporation, Glass Fibers Incorpor 
ated and Owens-llinois Glass Company. 

Other companies with plants in Toledo include 
Toledo Scale Company. Dana Corporation, Willy's 
Motors Incorporated. Woolson Spice Company, Cham 
pion Spark Plug Company and the Electric Auto-Lite 
division of Ford Motor Company. 

Sun, Standard. Gulf and Pure Oil companies all 
maintain refineries in the city, which is the eastern 
terminus for gas and crude oil pipelines. 

All States began operations in Toledo in 1960, but 
Tarbet had started 13 years before on a flat bed trailer 
used for a dock. The Tarbet operation moved to a 
four-door dock and then to an eight-door. Operations 
were moved into the present building after All States 
bought the Tarbet line 

All States uses 18 doors of the leased terminal, 
which has a total of 36. A tile company uses the back 
end of the dock, but as All States operation expands 
and the need for space becomes greater, the entire 
building will be used for the terminal. 

The Toledo terminal has been managed for the 
past 17 months by a native of that city. Larry Snyder. 


Toledo Dispatcher Cliff Poland is a former Tarbet 
driver. He began dispatching while recovenng 
from a broken ankle and stayed with the lob. 
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^ate Clark Larry Hutchinson Is 
a Tolsdo native who has ban 
working at ths terminal 
for 10 months. 


Snyder look over control of the termmal toon after 
All States assumed control of the Tarbet operations 
Snyder, although only X years old. is a veteran in 
the trucking and transportation industry. After high 
school he worked as a billing clerk lor a Michigan 
buck line before starting college. He left colierje tc Join 
the Marine Corps and attended a tank mechanics 
school oo the wsst coast Following his counts there, 
he was transfer red to the Manne headgucirters at 
Quantico, Virginia where he became an instructor 
After 28 months in the Marines, be came bock to 
finish school. While hntshing his college education. 
Sayder woiked as sales manager lor another trucking 
company. Following hie graduation in 1956 horn the 
Univernty of Toledo he took a job as dispatcher at a 
Toledo terminal ond rose to operations manager be 
lore he left that oompany in 1957 

He became termmal manager m Toledo ;!or the 
trucking wmg of a large raihoad. In a short time he 
was named assistant vice president of operations for 
the Western division 

Snyder was then transferred to New York as assist 
ant to the chairman of o four mon committee which 
was studying the transportation divisions of many of 
the large corporations in the country 

in I960 Snyder returned to Toledo to be with his 
family. which had not moved to New York, and took 
the |ob with AU States 


Snyder aims to give the Toledo terminal the best 
labor relations record m the system. He feels that only 
through good relations can a terminal operate at 
peak efficiency. 

He is married and the father of three children, two 
boys and a girl. He fishes for relaxation whenever he 
can find the time.

All States’ Future 


Bright In Toledo 


Largest Port Grows 


Toledo, the tenth largest port m the country, m also 
one of All States' 25 terminal cities The terminal was 
a part of the Tarbet system and became an All States 
facility when Tarbet was purchased in 1960. 

The terminal city is one of the busiest fresh water 
ports m the world. It is the largest port on Lake Erie 
and has the reputation of being the most aggressive 
port on the Great Lakes 

Toledo's growth as a port began in 1937. Its location 
at the mouth of the Maumee river, the largest river 
flowing mto the Great Lakes, made the city a natural 
collecting pomt for midwest grain tunneled into the 
area by the railroads. Toledo became known as the 
"Corn City of the West “ 

As the end of the nineteenth century approached, 
coal was assuming great importance in the northwest. 
The inter-lake movement of coal through Toledo and 
the resulting return loads of ore which developed 
later caused the Port of Toledo to rise to national 
prommence. 

It was the coal-ore movements that made Toledo 
the tenth ranked port before the St. 1-awrence Seaway 
was opened in 1959. Toledo had its eyes upon world 
trade long before the St. Lawrence Seaway was even 
a dream 

As far back as 1911 the Toledo Area Chamber of 
Commerce held monthly meetings for men who were 
interested in participating in world trade. In 1949, 
before the hnal approval of the Seaway had been 
assured, a group of Toledo businessmen purchased 
the esisting dock, built a terminal, bought cargo¬ 
handling equipment and began to serve the small, 
overseas vessels that had been constructed to navi¬ 
gate the narrow, shallow waters of the old seaway.

This foresight and the experience of the port in 
handling thousands of ships annually plus the physi 
cal facilities to handle these thousanas of ships as 
sured that Toledo would be at the front of the lake 
ports when the new Seaway was opened 

To piomote the Port of Toledo a county-wide agency 
came fnto existence in 1955. The Toledo-Lucas County 
Poet Authority was charged with bringing increased 
business to the port and assuring prospective users 
that all necessary facilities would be available at 
the port. 

Toledo s excellent natural harbor hae been im¬ 
proved by the Port Authority. The 500 foot-wide Mau 
mee channel hae been deepened and is now 17 miles 
long. 7 here are 35 miles of frontage for harbor facilities. 

As an added feature, the only free port on the Great 
Lakes is located at Toledo. Goods may be brought 
into the free port area and stored, sold, exhibited, 
brokeri-up. repacked, etc. without being subject to 
customs charges, until they are withdrawn from 
the sons 

This free zone attractiveness to shippers and im¬ 
portant will be of increasing advantage to All States 
m the future. As the only free port on the Great Lakes, 
its nearness to many of the huge manufacturing cen 
ters of midwestern America will help the trucking 
industry. The savings in shorter overland hauls as 
compared to hauls from the only other free ports in 
the country will be quickly capitalized on by shippers. 

Toledo is more than just one of the leading port 
cities of the country. It s also a great industrial center. 
More than 500 industries operate in this city. 

Toledo s title of "Corn City of the West" has become 
“Glass Center of the World". This is justified by the 
many glass compames operating in the city, which 
include: Libbey-Owens-Ford Glass Company, Owens 
Corning Fiberglas Corporation, Glass Fibers Incorpor 
ated and Owens-llmois Glass Company. 

Other companies with plants in Toledo include 
Toledo Scale Company. Dana Corporation, Willy's 
Motors Incorporated. Woolson Spice Company, Cham 
pion Spark Plug Company and the Electric Auto-Lite 
division of Ford Motor Company. 

Sun. Standard, Gulf and Pure Oil companies all 
maintain refineries in the city, which is the eastern 
terminus for gas and crude oil pipelines. 

All States began operations in Toledo in 1960, but 
Tarbet had started 13 years before on a flat bed trailer 
used for a dock. The Tarbet operation moved to a 
four-door dock and then to an eight-door. Operations 
were moved into the present building after All States 
bought the Tarbet line 

All States uses 18 doors of the leased terminal, 
which has a total of 36. A tile company uses the back 
end of the dock, but as All States operation expands 
and the need for space becomes greater, the entire 
building will be useid for the terminal. 

The Toledo terminal has been managed for the 
past 17 months by a native of that city, Larry Snyder. 


Toledo Dispatcher Clifi Poland is a former Tarbet 
driver. He began dispatching while recovering 
from a broken ankle and stayed with the lob. 
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^nte Clark Larry Hutchinson is 
a Tolsdo native who haa baan 
working at tha tarminal 
tor 10 months. 


Snyder took over control of the terminal toon altar 
All Slates assumed control ot the Tar bat operations 
Snyder, although only 30 yaars old. is a veteran in 
tha trucking and transportation industry. A Her high 
school he worked as a billing clerk tor a Michigan 
truck lina betore starting collage. He left college tc |oln 
the Marine Corps and attended a tank mechanics 
school on the wsst coast Following his counts there, 
he was transferred to the Manns headgucirters at 
Quantico, Virginia where he became an Instructor 
After 28 months in the Marines, he came back to 
(knieh school. While finishing his college education. 
Sayder worked as sales manager for another trucking 
company. Following his graduation in 1956 horn ths 
University of Tolsdo he took a )ob as dispatcher at a 
Toledo terminal ond rose to operations manager be 
love he left that oompany in 1957 

He became terminal manager in Toledo lor the 
trucking wing of a large railroad. In a short time he 
was named assistant vies president of operations for 
the Western division 

Snyder was then transferred to New York as assist 
ant to ths chairman of o four mon committee which 
was studying the transportation divisions of many of 
the large corporations in tha country 

In I960 Snyder returned to Toledo to be with his 
family, which had not moved to New York, and took 
the |ob with All States 


Snyder aims to give the Toledo terminal the best 
labor relations record m the system. He feels that only 
through good relations can a terminal operate at 
peak efficiency. 

He is married and the father of three children, two 
boys and a girl. He fishes for relaxation whenever he 
can find the time.
